In effect, what is being done by irresponsible talk 
abou t fu ll employment and ever higher wages after 
the war is to draw an Invidiou s comparison between 
wartime and peacetime in the United States 
Ameri­ 
cans arc being encou raged to think of wartime em ­ 
ployment levels and wartime wages as national stand­ 
ards. representing what shou ld be normal, Instead of 
what ts palpably abnormal. It is only a step fu rther 
to the monstrou s conclu sion that since su ch national

Politicians and the economists who su pply them 
with statistics to the contrary notw ithstanding, the 
United States needs to be sk eptical of the proposition 
that in peacetime It mu st meet and even exceed w ar­ 
time levels of employment and wages to su stain a 
healthy economic condition.
